Politically Expedient 


The argument that it is political 


ly expedient to rcmoArc these ques- 
tions so that the national conven- 
tions next year Avill not be bother 
ed with them is going to linvc a 
powerful effect on politicians of 
both parties in congress.

Democratic leaders are. apprehen- 
sive that Secretary of State Bryan 
will ivy to force through the Demo 
cratic national com-ention a plank 
committing the party to national 
prohibition. 
President Wilson is

issue "befog created.

Sir Francis Thought He Was the 


Monarch of California. 


CROWNED BY THE INDIANS. 


Th« 
Redskin* Had Decorated 
Him 


With a Waf Sonnet of Feather*, but 
He Took it For tho Real Thing In 
Oewnt and Accepted the Title. 


Hlddeu ill tbe diary of Francis 


Fletcher, a sailor parson who acted aa 
cluipluiu for tbe freebooters of Sir 
t'raricla Orakif, in tlju bior.v of the first 
bonx ever engineered by Callforulans. 


Tbe Joke was ou Sir Francis. Un- 


til bis lust duy he bollei ed tbe Indiana 
of California had rrowiied blm tbeir 
kins.—klni; of California. As a matter 
of Tact, all-tuey did was to give bim 
a feather war bonnet and perform 
some mttlve rtten before blm, hoping 
thereby to get tbeir hands in bis gift 
ocx. again. 


It happened In June, 3309. 
Drake 


was looking for tbe mythical north- 
west passage after a successful year 
looting and plundering In tbe Spanish 
colonies. 
Ilia ship, tbe Golden Hind, 


sprang a leak, and Drake put Into :i 
little bay, just north of tbe present 
San Francisco, for repairs.

it caniic. He scattered feathers on the 
watiT and went through n lot of pan- 
tomime. Drake feared to land until be 
found out tbe Intent of tbe natives. 
Tbe one Indian went back to shore, 
Tbeii, to quote from clmplnln Fletcher: 


"Uo Hbortly came iigninc tbe -second 


time in like manner unit so tbe third 
time, when be brought with bim. as a 
present from the rest, a buncb of feath- 
ers, much like the feathers of a blaeke 
crowe. very neatly

gathered upon a string and drawne to 
get her in a round bundle, being verle 
cleanu and linely cut 
With tbls also 


he brought a little basket made of 
rushes and lilled with an herbe which 
they called tobah, both being tyde to a 
short roddc he cattle iuto our boate." 


Drake tried to give- presents in re- 


turn, but tbe 
Indi.-m paddled away 


quickly. lie took only tin old cocked 
bat which Kome ,«uilor bad thrown 
overl'D-ml. 
The hat made <iuite an 


Impression on the tribe apparently, for 
they all gathered nrouud the possessor 
on the beach. 


In three days' time unike concluded 


tlie Indians were.friendly, so landed 
bis men and began to unload tile ship 
A fort wns constructed as a matter of 
precaution.

While the crew prepared the Golden 


Hind for sea Drake visited with the 
Indians. ^ tale, .apocryphal perhaps, 
sn.vs be took an 
Indinu chiel'tnin's 


daughter to wi^e.. At any rate, be got 
on famously witl( the savages, aided, 
no doubr. by gciiero,!!" gitta. 


Aa the time uenretl Tor his departure 


and gifts grew fewe.'. the Indians an- 
nounced that they Intended to give a 
festival 
for 
Dnik,e «nd 
his party. 


Drake cnine In full armor, and the in 
dians danced and played Raines for his 
benefit. 


At tbe clo^e of the cert-monies tne 


Indians signaled that Drake was to be 
honored iu btmie^way.. First an In 
dian approached bearing what Fletcher 
calls "a scepter." Dra|je accepted this 
kingly accoutelnicnt. 
Then a chain 


n-iis placed around his nccK, and amid 
great tJioutiiu: n "crown ot leatliers" 
was placed on his head. 


Drake saw no other meaning of the 


ceremony than that be bad been chosen 
Icing. 
What ihey really did was give 


him a pipe, a belt of wnruputn and a 
war bonnet. 
Drake drew his men up 


In line and, u i t l i n great flourish of 
trumpets and (hums, accepted the king- 
ship of California. 
As a postscript he 


added that he in.iUo no claims to being 
an independent monarch, lie was still 
11 vassal of Queen Elizabeth. 
He set 


up a monument to that effect: 


"Our 
general c.i ised to be set up a 


monument of our being there, as also 
of her majesties and successors right 
and title to that kingdom—namely, a 
plate of br.issc. I ist nailed 10 a greate 
and flrmc pn^te, whereon i* engraven 
her grace's name, the day and year of 
our tiiThnl thete. and of the free giv- 
ing up »f the province and kingdom, 
both by the UiiiK and people, unto her 
ma jesiies" ha mis. together with her 
liiidnifs* picture and arms, in a piece 
of sixpence current English monie, 
shewn.s itselie by a hole made of pur- 
pose through the plate: underneath 
«as likewise engraven the name of 
our general." 


The* ho.is was successful- 
After ac- 


ccpting the kinship Drake sent for a 
large assortment of gifts for his sub- 
jects.—Kansas City Times.
